The number of persons receiving parish 
pay in the parish of St. Mary's, in Notting- 
ham, is at present between nine and ten 
thousand, out of a population of twenty- 
four thousand 1 The number of paupers 
in the other parishes is nearly in the same 
proportion. Thus more than one-fdurth 
of the population of this once flourishing 
town, is reduced to a state of extreme 
poverty, by the continuance of the ruin- 
ous war in which we are engaged— -a war 
undertaken to stifle the infant liberties of 
France, but which will terminate in the 
destruction of c*i* own national prosperity. 
With facts like these before our eyes, it is 
truly astonishing to see the unblushing-im- 
pudence of those men who cry up the 
measures of Mr. Pitt, and tel! us they 
have raised our country to its present height 
of glory ! ! ! It is equally astonishing to 
see other men, the pretended champions 
of humanity, deprecating the petitions for 
peace, which are now pouring in on Par* 
liament from the midland counties. — A 
public meeting is called by the Mayor of 
Nottingham, on the 28th instant, to pe- 
tition for peace. — Leeds Mercury.

Children, six of them twins ; and <to-'com> 
plete his affliction, one of hit sons, now 
17 years of age, is deaf and dumb, and 
unable to do any thing to get bis bread. 



AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From the 20th Novembir to He 20th December, 1 812. 

Some fine weather has occurred since last Report, which aflbrde4 a favourable op- 
portunity for raising what remained of the late crop of potatoes, and sowing wheat 
on the ground. The very high price qf that grain has induced the farmers to sotr 
almost every acre in their possession that was suitable for it ; and in many instances 
they have been tempted to use land, very badly calculated to make them a profitable 
return. 

The long continuance of wet weather has retarded the exercise of the- plough ; and 
a much less proportion of land is turned over than is usual at this advanced time 6t 
the season ; which will occasion a great press of work to bedonein the spring, unless 
the succeeding month proves dry, and without frost. 

The price of all sdrts of grain continues high, and consequently oat-meal and po- 
tatoes keep much above what they usually bring at this season. Whether it is owfhgto. 
a- real demand; a deficiency of the crops, or speculation, seems hot fully ascertained.' 
Great variety of opinions is .entertained on the subject. 



COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
In the midst of the distress affecting the manufacturing interests, from the tonse-. 
quences of the American war, flattering hopes Were suddenly raised; frbm the et- 
pectation that the ports of the Baltic would be open for our commerce, and that British 
manufactures would again be permitted to enter the markets, at least in the north 
of Europe. These ■ hopes are, however, only prospective: while the losV'of'flte 
American market is real and imijiediate. In the hopes of the market being opened Jfl, 
the north, colonial produce rose rapidly, on the first dawn of expectation ; and 'from, 
the probability of a supply, Baltic produce fell. But wh speculators bad ' time * to
